Hard Work 
For Defence 


In our efforts to sustain world peace, we 
must be strong, and ready to fight aggres- 
sion. The democracies cannot afford to wait 
until war is forced upon us to get ready for 
conflict. 

With the United States girding itself with 
full war mobilizations of industry and man- 
power, Canada should also, without delay, 
make the change-over from peacetime to 
wartime economy. Though small in popula- 
tion, our country, because free enterprise has 
not been blighted by too many socialistic 
theories, is great in industrial output, and 
the government at Ottawa should spear- 
head a drive to increase our efforts for de- 
fence without ‘necessarily reducing the out- 
put of consumer goods. 

This can be accomplished in two ways: 

(a) Resumption of the 44- or 48-hour 
week. In peacetime, workers who think they 
can make more with less work are only fool- 
ing themselves. More hours of work now, 
at straight-time pay can sustain our defence 
needs without reducing our standards of 
living. 

(b) Increased immigration from European 
countries outside the iron curtain. There is 
room here for millions more to work on 
farms, in factories, and to help swell the 
ranks of the armed forces. 

This country was made by people who 


worked hard. It must be defended by hard 
work, ,

The apostle Paul was a man “well learned in the _

Paul points out in his epistles how these sacrifices 
were imperfect and could not really take away sin 
but could only cover it up.

Menacing forces of inflation in Canada must be stopped 
before the country is plunged into an economic crisis, accord- 
ing to leading Alberta labor experts. 


Cost of living index hit the 170.7 


mark recently, with continuing 


upward spirals seen unless some 
degree of control is established 
over the price system. 

Meanwhile, Canada’s four big 
central labor bodies have gone, to 
work on their unpredented decision 
to bring back price controls and 
maintain rent controls. 

This move marks the first time 
Canadian labor has jointly worked 
together for a national objective. 

The four associations are the 
Trades and Labor Congress, Cana- 
dian Congress of Labor, the Cana- 
dian. and Catholic Confederation 
of Labor, and the Railway 
Brotherhood. : 

The CCF is also supporting the 
labor organizations’ moves to fight 
inflation.

GOV’T LOANS

Added burden may fall on the 
low-income group when rent con- 
trols, slated to be lifted next 
spring, come off. 

Edmonton's welfare superinten- 
dent, E. S. Bishop, says he is ex- 
tremely worried about the trend 
next year. Lifting of rent controls 
will pyramid relief costs, he says.

Hon. N. E. Tanner reported to 
the meeting on provincial action 
against depredations of the coy- 
ote.

AGRICULTURE SERVICE BOARD 
REVIEWS YEAR'S ACTIVITIES 


By H. F. IRWIN 
The Agricultural Service Board of Municipal District of 
Starland met December 16, in the Municipal Office to review 
the work covered during the summer and fall. 


The Board also considered 
problems arising from it, including 
weed infestations, soil conserva- 
tion and farm management, which 
will require attention in 1951. 
Also discussed were seed supplies, 
clean seed and grain cleaners. 


At this time several applica- 
tions for vermits to operate grain 
cleaners have been received and 
sent to the Field Crops Branch. 
‘One new operator has applied for 
a permit. Anyone who is planning 
to clean seed on a commercial 
basis is required to have a permit. 
Application forms are available at 
the Municipal office, Morrin, and 
at the office’ of N. F. Bell, Dis- 
trict Agriculturist, Drumheller. 
Permits are not sent directly to 
the applicant,,but to the Field 
Supervisor, to be turned over to 
the operator. 


We have listings of wheat, oats 
and barley seed if anyone has to 
purchase seed for 1951. It is ad- 
visable to buy Seed from growers 
who have obtained Control Certi- 
ficates from the Plant Products 
Division of the Dominion Devart- 
ment of Agriculture. Any farmer 
who has seed to sell should ge’ 
a certificate by sending a pound 
of seed, together with 75 cents, 
to the Plant Products Division, 
Old Immigration Building, Cal- 
gary, to get germination and seed 
grade.

Legend not only has identified 
the Wise @Men as Gaspar, Melchior 
and Ba sar, it has crowned 
them and given them the king- 
doms of Tarsus, Arabia and 
Ethiopia. It has symbolized their 
gifts as symbolic of what Jesus 
was to become—gold for a king, 
frankincense for a high priest and 
myrrh for a great physician. 

The Gospel text's specific wise 
men the east logically identi- 
fies them with Zoroastrianism—an 
ancient monotheistic religion of 
Persia. Zoroastrian priests were 
called Magi; they were powerful 
in public and private life since they, 
and they alone, possessed the 
priestly mysteries involved in the 
worship of Mazda—who_ repre- 
sented the Zoroastrian power for 
good, 

The Magi may or may not have 
been fabulously wealthy: St. Mat- 
thew does not elaborate their 
treasures nor the amount of gold, 
frankincense and myrrh which 
they presented to the ‘Christ Child. 
The gifts may have been mere 
tokens of their treasures, or the 
sum and substance thereof. 

And if they were soothsayers, 
mystics and possibly clairvoyants 
they were also truly wise—in as 
much as they did not return to 
Herod, but departed into their own 
country by a different route. 


Pilgrims Deplored 
"Y. Christmas Day . 


Puritan disapproval of Christmas 
celebrations disembarked from the 
Mayflower with the Pilgrims in 
1621 and, accordingly, Governor 
Bradford issued a statement pub- 
licly rebuking certain young men 
who declined to work on December 
25, ‘tye day called Christmas.” 

This first New England Christ- 
mas —or non-observance thereof— 
should not be credited as the first 
Christmas on American soil, since 
Leif Eriksen spent a winter or two 
on the North American continent 


around the turn of the 11th century.” 


Leif was a Christian, and it is 
likely that members of hig crew 
were Christians, too; although it 
is quite possible that some had ac- 
cepted the faith without remodel- 
ing their pagan natures, since King 
Olaf's methods were ruthless and 
his command “Be baptized, or 
else!’ left them little choice. 


} Undoubtedly, flagons of crude, 
raw wine fermented from _ the 
grapes of Leif's Vinland were 
passed around and the celebration 
may have been rather boisterous, 
but in all fairness to Leif—who, ac- 
cording to excellent testimony, was 
a sincere convert—it ‘s reasonable 
to assume that there was a trace 
of religious observance. 

Perhaps* Leif remembered the 
few words of Latin prayer he 
learned at the time of his conver- 
sion and recited them in honor of 
the birthday of the Redeemer he 
had accepted. . . .

holiday goodies should be plenti- 
ful ana interesting. Since callers 
will be as much present as holly 
and gifts during the holidays, do 
your baking of cakes and cookies, 
so your cupboard will be ready for 
any who might drop in., 

Home-made delicacies served 
during Christmas and New Year's 
are as heart-warming as the sound 
of the yule log crackling on the 
hearth. If you have a fruit cake, 
a variety of cookies and perhaps a 
few candies, and if you serve these 
with a festive beverage, you will 
have gone a long way in spelling 
holiday cheer to those who come 
to say ‘Merry Christmas’’ at your 
home. 

Here is a simple type fruit cake 
which does not need the aging that 
a traditional cake requires. The 
recipe makes two 9x4x3_ inch 
loaves and is the perfect answer as 
to what should be served during 
the holidays: 

(Makes 2 loaves) 
4 cups seeded raisins 
2 tablespoons grated lemon 
rind 


powder i 


% cup butter or shortening 
2 eggs, well beaten 
2 teaspoons vanilla 

Combine raisins, lemon rind, 
spices and water in a saucepan. 
Cover and simmer gently for eight 
minutes. Drain, pressing out as 
much liquid as possible. Measure 
liquid and add water or coffee to 
make one and one-half cups, and 
reserve. Grind raisins with nut- 
meats, ~ : 

Sift.flour once, measure and add 
baking powder, salt and sugar; sift 
three times. Cream butter thorough- 
ly, and add flour mixture, eggs, 
vanilla and reserved liquid. Stir 
until all flour is dampened. Beat 
vigorously for two minutes. Add 
raisin-nut mixture and mix thor- 
oughly. )Turn into two 9x4x3 inch 
loaf pans which have been greased, 
lined with brown paper and then 
greased again. Bake in a moderate 
(350°) oven for one hour and 15 


minutes, or until done. Let stand 
five minutes on cake rack, then re- 
move from pan, leaving paper at- 
tached until ready to serve. Cool. 
Wrap in a clean cloth and store in 
tin container to keep moist. 

*The liquid may be water or left- 
over coffee. 

Kris Kringle cookies are a tasty 
concoction of dates and nuts. If 
stored in a tightly covered contain- 
ér, they will keep moist for several 
days: 

Kris Kringle Cookies 
(Makes 30 balls) 
l cup butter cookie crumbs 

% teaspoon salt 

% teaspoon baking powder 

% cup sifted all-purpose flour 

l cup finely chopped, pitted 
dates 

1 cup black walnuts, chopped 

% cup sugar 

2 eggs, beaten 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

% cup confectioners’ sugar 

Combine cookie crumbs, salt, 
baking powder and flour. Add dates 
and nuts. Add sugar gradually to

beaten eggs. Blend in cookie crumb 


mixture and vanilla. Bake in a 
greased and floured nine-inch 
square pan and bake in a slow 
(325°) oven for 30 minutes. While 
still warm, cut into 30 squares, 
Roll each square into a ball, turning 
the top, crusty portion inwards as 
you roll. Place confectioners’ sugar 
in a bag. Shake the balls in the 
sugar to coat evenly.
